Many persons think that only the double varieties are desirable, but it is not so. The well 
grown Double Hyacinths are exceedingly beautiful, but taken as a whole they are by no means su¬ 
perior to the single. The bells of the double varieties are often larger than the single, while those 
of the latter are much more numerous. The single sorts are also earlier, bloom freely and are the 
best adapted for the more artificial modes of culture in water, &c. 

All of the single varieties, and those of the double designated thus * 
DEVELOP THEIR FLOWERS MOST FREELY IN WATER;—THEY ARE ALSO THE BEST ADAPTED 
FOR VERY EARLY FORCING.

THE TULIIP. 


The Tulip is the most valuable class' of Hardy Bulbs for decorative effect. It will thrive, 
like the Hyacinth, in almost any soil or situation. A rich soil is not necessary, but well rotted 
manure and leaf mould may be applied when the earth is poor. The drainage should be good be¬ 
fore planting, and the soil fine and deep. Plant in October and November. The Early flowering 
kinds should be set five or six inches apart, and the late varieties seven or eight inches. Cover 
from two to three inches deep. 


EARLY DWARF DUC VAN THOL TULIPS. 

This variety is the earliest of the Tulips, and probably the most generally known. They will 
grow and bloom freely in the smallest pots, or in sand, moss or water.. The best effect is produced 
by planting in large pots six, twelve or more Bulbs of the different colors. If planted in September 
and October, and forced as recommended for Hyacinths, they may be had in bloom in December 
and January. In the open garden they will bloom in April, often in company with the Crocus and 
Hyacinth, and make a really beautiful display.

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THE CBOCTJS. 


The Crocus is one of our earliest Spring flowers, delicate and tasteful in form, and varied 
and gay in color. They begin to flower in sheltered situations in March, though early in April is 
their season of greatest beauty. They deserve much more attention than they receive, and should 
be in every garden. They are of easy culture, and with ordinary care fine flowers can be had at 
dlie season when flowers are scarcely to be had, except by those who can afford expensive erections 
for their culture. The proper time for planting in the open ground is in October and November. 
Plant in ordinary rich garden soil—a deep light soil is preferred—placing the Bulbs about two to 
three inches deep and about three inches apart. It is well that the bed be covered with a little 
straw or coarse litter, to prevent throwing out by the frost, which sometimes occurs unless the ground 
is high and dry. The Bulbs may be taken up every Summer, but the better way for amateurs 
would be to let them remain where planted for two or three years, and then take them up and re¬ 
plant in other beds. They produce a fine effect when planted in beds cut out of the lawn, either 
alone or as a border for beds filled with later growing bulbous flowers. A splendid effect may also 
be produced by scattering the Bulbs broadcast upon the lawn, and planting under the turf where- 
ever they fall. In this way the lawn will be gay with their showy blossoms as soon as the snow is 
off in Spring. They should not be disturbed unless the Bulbs become too numerous, as they bloom 
more profusely when well established. For blooming in-doors during Winter they are excellent. 
For pot culture use rich sandy soil, and be sure of perfect drainage, a liberal supply of water being 
needed during the blooming season; therefore any defect in the drainage would cause the soil to be¬ 
come sodden. Treatment in sand, moss and water same as recommended for Hyacinths.

THE H_A_TTX7HOTJI-.TJS. 


The RAiSTUHCULUS, for symmetry of form and brilliancy of color, are scarcely to be sur¬ 
passed. It is supposed by many that our climate is too severe for their cultivation, but by follow¬ 
ing the directions here given they may be grown without difficulty. For its culture it requires a 
good depth of rich garden soil; when the situation is defective, remove the old material to the 
depth of nearly two feet, and four to five feet in width, for one bed, replacing it with rich, fresh 
pasture or garden loam. On this should be laid a liberal dressing of well decayed manure mixing 
it a little with the under soil, and finish by adding as a surface stratum about six inches of good 
porous loam, well mixed with decayed cow dung and leaf soil, in which to plant the tubers. Plant 
in October, November and December and protect thoroughly from frost by a covering of straw or 
leaves. The Ranunculus forms its roots near the surface, and therefore is unable to withstand a 
dry and parched soil; hence should dry weather occur in April and May, give the beds a liberal 
drenching of water, taking care to wet the foliage as little as possible. After the flowers fade the 
foliage turns yellow, which shows the tubers to be in a fit state for immediate removal, and being 
carefully taken up, fully dried and placed in some cool airy situation. For culture in pots, the 
same compost described above may be used, planting three bulbs in a five-inch pot. Place them 
in a cold frame and remove them few at a time to the greenhouse or conservatory.
